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Reduced rates 
for payers of 
Living Wage 


THE royal borough is set to offer 
discounted business rates to local 
companies who pay their workers 
the London Living Wage. 

It’s a key priority for the council which 
wants as many workers as possible in 
the borough to earn the London Living 
Wage The move is the latest strand in the 
council’s anti-poverty drive and follows 
similar action currently being considered 
by Brent council. 

Greenwich council is already an 
accredited London Living Wage employer, 
paying all staff and agency workers a 
minimum of £9.15 per hour. Now it’s 
encouraging local businesses to do the 
same with this new incentive. 

The first 100 local employers that 
become London Living Wage accredited 
during 2015/16 will receive a rebate on 
their business rates to cover five years’ 
worth of Living Wage Foundation 
subscriptions. 

Royal borough council leader Denise 
Hyland is due to announce the new policy 
next week, subject to call in. 

She said: “The London Living Wage 
better reflects the current high costs of 
living, especially here in London. 

“We know many businesses, especially 
smaller firms, are struggling in the tough 
economic climate so other rebates are 
also available on application, but we want 
to make sure that no local employer feels 
held back from paying their workers the 
London Living Wage. We also hope that 
these discounts offer a further incentive 
for businesses to locate here.” 

• The UK Living Wage is £7.85 per hour, 
the national minimum wage is £6.50 per 
hour and the London living wage rate 
which is £9.15 per hour.

Charlton Athletic club 
legend remembered

goalkeeper Sam Bartram made his 
first Football League appearance for 
Charlton Athletic. He went on to play 
579 League games and an astonishing 44 
consecutive FA Cup ties over a 22 year 
period. 

Bartram was a key performer in the 
Charlton team that came close to taking 
the Football League Championship in 
1937 and won the FA Cup 10 years later. 
He played for Charlton against Benfica, 
Real Madrid and Galatasaray, long 
before international club competitions 
were introduced and helped the 
Addicks’ beat the French national 
team in the 1930s. His story is truly 
remarkable and the good news is, the 
popular book Sam Bartram the Story 
of a Goalkeeping Legend, has been 
restocked at the Charlton Athletic

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ROYAL Greenwich is running a campaign 
to lead people up the riverside path! 

It's urging residents to vote for a 
redevelopment scheme which could 
transform the Thames Path into 
Greenwich's newest visitor attraction. 

But votes are needed to secure cash 
from the London Mayor who has a 
£1 m funding pot for green community 
projects. 

The Thames Path project at 
Thamesmead is one of seven 
competing for the cash. Only the most 
popular projects will get a share of the 
money to make them a reality. 

Project leaders want to transform the 
Thamesmead stretch of the path so the 
entire river walkway is open to walkers 
and cyclists. 

At the moment, some sections of the 
path need work to make it passable 
during winter. The section through 
Tripcock Ness is a poor-quality gravel 
path making it difficult for cyclists, 
wheelchair users and people with 
buggies. And it winter, it often floods. 

The Thamesmead Thames Path 
Transformation project would enhance 
the pathway with designated look- 
out points along the river; mini green 
havens with seating and information 
on the rich local wildlife, habitats and 
history of the Thames. 

They hope the entire river route will 
become a mecca for walkers, cyclists, 
commuters and visitors, against a 
backdrop of stunning views.

“We know schools are using the extra 
funding to deliver more and better 
quality PE lessons. As part of our plan for 
education, we want children to get into the 
habit of playing and enjoying sport which 
ever it may be, so that they can lead healthy 
and active lives long into adulthood.” 

The school’s achievement is part of a 
wider success by Royal Greenwich schools 


in teaching children to swim with 64% 
of 11-year-olds able to swim 25 metres 
compared with a national average of 
55%. 

Swimmer Duncan Goodhew, who won 
gold in the 1980 games, said: “I’m really 
heartened that Woodhill have shown 
a strong interest in school swimming 


and its importance within the National 
Curriculum. Swimming is a life skill, it 
can save lives, teach awareness of dangers 
in the water and how to deal with them.” 

Children at Woodhill now receive a 
minimum of 20 hours of lessons with an 
extra 20 for those who need it.

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Royal borough views 
wanted on Bromley 
airport flight changes 


PEOPLE'S views are wanted on plans to 
increase the operating hours at Biggin 
Hill Airport, south of the borough in 
neighbouring Bromley. 

More famous as an important Battle of 
Britain airfield. Biggin Hill now specialises 
in business flights and freight movements. 
Just 1 2 miles from central London, the 
land is owned by Bromley Council and 
leased to Biggin Hill Airport Ltd (BHAL).The 
council originally bought the site to ensure 
its long-term success, while protecting 
residents' interests including those living 
under the flight path. 

The company currently operates the site 
from 6.30am to 1 0pm, Monday to Friday, 
and 9am to 8pm on Saturday, Sunday and 
public holidays. Landings are not allowed 
before 7.30am and departures after 9pm 
Monday to Friday except for aircraft based at 
the airport. These can depart between 6.30 
and 7.30am and land between 9 and 10pm. 


New operating hours proposed by BHAL 
are 6.30am to 1 1 pm, Monday to Saturday 
and 8am to 1 1 pm on Sundays and public 
holidays. The proposal also restricts flights 
in or out in the first half hour of the day, 
Monday to Saturday, to eight movements. 
Movements are also restricted to eight in 
the last hour of the day Monday to Sunday. 

The company has also committed to 
reducing noise, creating more jobs, 
and a willingness to cap overall flight 
movements. 

The council is due to discuss the plans, 
but it wants to hear local people's views. 
This includes residents in Royal Greenwich, 
who might be affected by the changes. This 
consultation period ends on Friday, March 
13 at 5pm.

WITH many parts of the country 
facing winter weather this month, 
residents are reminded the royal 
borough has a range of provisions in 
place to help residents cope in cold 
and snowy conditions. 

The council’s Winter Service Plan is in 
place to keep local highways and footways 
in a safe and passable condition during 
periods of severe weather. It also describes 
the priority salting and gritting routes for 
roads and pedestrian footways. 

Several treatments are used when 
treating roads including: pre-salting - 
where rock salt is used on the roads to 
prevent ice from forming during frosty 
conditions and post-salting - where rock 
salt is used to melt and remove ice and 
snow that has already formed. 

The council aims to respond to all 
requests as quickly as possible, with main 
roads, public transport routes, hospital 
access routes and busy hills prioritised. 

The council also aims to clear slopes and 
stairways in communal areas of estates 
where possible. 

Cllr Danny Thorpe, the royal borough’s 
cabinet member with responsibility for 
highways, said: “We are well prepared 
for the possibility of extreme weather 
over the winter months are encouraging 


residents to be proactive and work with us 
to keep the borough moving should cold 
temperatures set in. 

“You can make a big difference by doing 
small things like brushing away snow 
near your home and checking in on elderly 
neighbours. Use common sense and your 
actions will contribute to a safer and more 
accessible neighbourhood please don’t be 
put off clearing paths because of any legal 
implications.”

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Making giant steps 

Important milestone in ballroom development

WORK is underway on what will be the 
biggest ballroom in Europe that is not 
supported by pillars. 

It will be a key attraction at the 
new 452-bedroom ‘InterContinental 
London The 02’ hotel on the Greenwich 
Peninsula. 

Apart from the 3,000 square metre 
ballroom, the 19-storey hotel by Grove 
Developments will also include a 23-storey 
tower with 100 serviced apartments. 

The Balfour Beatty group has installed 
the trusses that will support the ballroom 
roof, covering a 3000m 2 space in the £121m 
prestigious hotel. Due to their size - 
measuring 42m long and weighing more 
than 40 tonnes - each of the nine trusses 
was lifted into place in four sections, in a 
complex process taking several weeks. 

Hundreds of new construction jobs have 
been created as a result of the building 
work. 

The Peninsula is rapidly becoming a 
prestigious part of London’s landscape. 
The iconic 02 is now the world’s most 
popular entertainment venue, with 
capacity for 26,000 people. 

There are plans to build more than 10,000 
new homes. Of these, 3,800 will be tagged 
as ‘affordable, and will include student 
and special needs housing. There will also

be new schools and health centres and 48 
acres of open space. 

Eventually the Peninsula - said to be the 
largest regeneration project in Europe -is 
expected to provide work for 25,000 people, 
mainly in commercial and retail jobs. 



£12m health 
package for

The trust's Forensics and 
Prison Services Director, John Enser, said: 
"We are delighted to have won this contract. 
We look forward to providing healthcare to 
this cluster of prisons from next spring and 
for at least five years into the future. I would 
like to thank all colleagues that work so hard 
to secure this contract during the tendering 
process. 

"We did look after mental health services 
in Belmarsh between 1 991 and 2008 and 
during this time we were very proud that 
the service achieved NHS Beacon Site status. 
We look forward to achieving the same level 
of quality in the future."

IT’S time to ‘Get Active 
Together’ says a new scheme 
being launched to help 
disabled people get active and 
take part in regular physical 
activity. 

The new initiative will launch 
on Monday February 2 at the 
Waterfront Leisure Centre 
in Woolwich and the Eltham 
Leisure Centre. There’ll be free 
gym inductions and a series of 
drop in gym sessions will be 
available to help disabled people 
enjoy regular exercise at a pace 
suitable for them. 

The aim is to provide an 
environment in which disabled 
people can receive tailored 
support and guidance, or simply 
have the opportunity to exercise 
as part of a social group. 

The scheme has been devised 
by Ben Quilter, a team GB 
paralympian and 2012 bronze 
medallist, who now works for 
Greenwich Leisure Limited 
(GLL) as its disability physical 
activity and sport development 
officer. GLL is the charitable 
social enterprise that operates 
Greenwich leisure centres under 
its Better brand. 

Ben told GT: “Our aim is to 


provide a friendly, welcoming 
environment that encourages 
disabled people, who may not 
have visited a gym before, to try it 
out and make use of expert fitness 
instructors who will be on hand to 
offer advice and support. 

“We are committed to breaking 
down the barriers to participation 
in sport and physical activity 
and hope that if the scheme is a 
success in Greenwich we’ll be 
able to roll it out further across 
the UK.” 

The number of disabled people 
taking regular physical activity 
remains low standing at just 
17.8% of over 16s, around half 
of the level of those without a 
disability. The main barriers 
cited are health limitations, lack 
of money and the unsuitability of 
sports facilities. 

The drop in sessions take place 
at the Waterfront Leisure Centre 
on Mondays and Wednesdays 
between 4.30pm and 5.30pm and 
at the Eltham Leisure Centre on 
Thursdays between 1pm and 2pm 
and Sundays between 12pm and 
lpm.
